Of the Grain Crops 


Banks Can Readily Meet Duties De- 
volving Upon Them 

The minister of finance has gatis- 
fied himself that abundant facilities 
exist for the financing of the western 
crop movement without undue acceler 
ation. If the grain is hurried to mar. 
ket it will have accommodation which 
would enable the grain to be held and 
gradually sold over a considerable 
period. The banks are in a much 
stronger and more liquid position for 
the crop movement than they were a 
year ago, Their liquid assets, ac- 
cording to the last returns, aggregate 
nearly three hundred and fifty millioin 
dollars, of which over fifty million is 
sn gold and ninety million in Dominion 
aotes, They have an authorized, but 
as yet, unissued circulation of nearly 
itty million dollars, , 

Should occasion require, they ve 
under the new Bank act, issue afidi- 
“ional circulation against their gold. 
They may also, under the Finance act 
of 1914, obtain to any amount desired 
Dominion notes against grain bills, 
warehouse receipts or other securi- 
ties. So far as cash resources and 
currency are concerned, there are 
therefore available the most ample 
facilities. Both by official letter and 
personal interview the minister has 
taken up the matter with the banks 
during the past month and is satisfied 
that the duties devolving upon the 
banks towards the crop situation will 
be amply and readily met. 

A recent amendment to the Bank 
Act providing that the banks may 
take security upon grain remaining in 
the possession of farmers, is expected 
to be of assistance. 

To facilitate advances by the gov-- 
ernment, the minister will arrange 
that the assistant receiver general’s 
office in Winnipeg will take and deal 
with, from time to time, gratn bills, 
warehouse receipts and other collat- 
eral, upon which advances in Domin- 
ion notes will be made to the banks.

Artficial Preservatives 
There are powders that are sold 
under various trade names to be 


used by the housekeeper as preserva- 
The directions generally say 
to fill the jars with fruit or vege- 
tables, ag the case may be, cover with 
water, and add a teaspoonful of the 
powder. The ease of this method is 
very attractive. Other housekeepers 
have been known to use salicylic acid 
and boric acid for the same purpose 
Indeed, a growing use of these pre« 
vatives has been noted, which c 
for a warning. 

Though it is true that these acids, 
either under a ¢rade name or under 
their Own may retard the decay of 
the foot cannea, it is pointed out 
by experts that their use may be 
attended by serious disturbances of 
health, Derangement of digestion 
is one of the evils resultant from such 
acids, and their ©xtensive use 
lead to grave dangers.

Kminently satisfactory is the pre- 
liminary official estimate of the Can- 
adian harvest, an estimate based on 
the recorded acreage under crop and 
the appearance of the fields through- 
out the Dominion, The acreage makes 
a new record, and even if the aggre- 
gate estimate of 408,849,000 bushels of 
wheat is not sustained when thresh- 
ing returns are compiled a material 
advance on previoug records is fully 
assured. The estimate ig an average 
of 23.78 bushels per acre from 12,986,- 
400 acres under wheat crop, and is 
147,659,800 bushels, or 91 per cent. in 
excess of last years disappointing 
yield. The record yields of oats is 
also greatly exceeded by the estimate 
of 448,000,000 bushelg from 11,365,000 
acres, an average of 42.49 bushels per 
acre, Canada's place as the granary 
of the empire is further established 
by an estimate of 61,655,000 bushels ot 
barley from 1,509,479 acres, 2,485,700 
bushels of rye from 112,300 acres, and 
12,109,600 bushels of flax from 1,009,- 
600 acres. 

These estimates, based on reports 
from correspondents in all parts of the 
Dominion, gre sufficiently supported 
by the present advanced state of the 
crops to be regarded as insuring a 
yield that will be a material aid to the 
empire's strength. The harvest will 
ep defray the cost of Canada’s par- 
ticipation in the world struggie for 
personal liberty and national inde- 
pendence, anc will assure to the moth- 
er country an abundant food supply. 
The harvest outlook serves to em- 
phasize Canada’s contribution to im- 
perial strength in venturing on the 
building of transcontinental railways 
and the promoting of agricultural ex- 
pansion over the vast area of northern 
prairies. Per head of population, Can- 
ada’s wheat production averages four 
times as high as that of the United 
States. This extensive development 
has not been obtained without the as- 
suming of heavy burdens, and it now 
remains to supplement the sacrifices 
already made with the personal and 
financial aid essential in hastening the 
ultimate triumph.—Toronto Globe.

Italy's Alpine Troops 


Routs the Enemy 

Italy's Alpine troops, mountain ar- 
tillery and several regiments of Ber- 
saglieri (sharpshooters) are apparent- 
ly bearing the brunt of the war with 

ustria, 

These troops have since the be- 
ginning of the war been occupying 
strategical positions, generally the 
peaks of almost inaccessible moun- 


tains dominating the enemy's forts 
and entrenched camps, hauling up 
guns and holding these positions 


against the repeated attacks of the 
Austrians who are striving to open 
a way toward a possible future in- 
vasion of Italy. 

Scarcely any details are available 
about their hard fighting up in the 
mountains where the snow is several 


feet deep and no eye-witnesses are 
present, 
A company of Alpini was on the 


march at night ong a mountain 
path striking a valley 200 feet below. 
The path was narrow and a false 
step meant death. The men march- 
ed carefully and slowly in Indian 
fille and kept well in from the edge. 
The officer who marched in front 
when the path widened ordered the 
men to halt and He down for an 
nour’s rest. The Alpini eccordingly 
rolled themselves up in their blankets 
and settled to sleep when a dull muf- 
fled noise was heard coming up from 
the valley. 

Three or four Alpini understood 
at once what it meant. The Aus- 
trians down in the alley were min- 


ing the path from below in the hope | 


of blowing up the foree. They look- 
ed down the precipice, but could not 
see anything. It was pitch dark. Still 
the noise continued, The Alpini hit on 
a plan at once and the officer approv- 
ed it. 

One of them, a knife in his mouth 
and a rifle in his hand, was let 
down the ledge tied to a rope. When 
he saw the shadows of the 
trians working on the rock he fired 
at a distance of less than 10 yards. 
The Austrians fle. under cover and 
then opened fire against the man 
dangling from the rope, but his 
comrades hauled him to safety. 
When the Alpini explored the valley 
next morning they found three Aus- 
trians killed and near them the dy- 
hamite charge they were preparing.

Interesting Statistics Gathered Show

The Utah Experiment Station has 
submitted to the department of agrt- 
culture a report, based upon neariy 
1,500 records of six flocks of single+ 
comb White Leghorn hens, ranging 
age from one year to seven years an 
of common ancestry, practically um 
selected as to egg production but se- 
verely selected tor vigor, From 
report the average productive life 
this strain of fowls ap,ears at the 
present time to be about four nae 
he average firs. year production 
all flocks was 124 eggs, The av 
second year pioduction wag exac 
the same ag the first, while the ayer 
age of the third year was only one 
dozen less, 

The normal variation in -first year 
flock averages of this strain of fowls 
is apparently between 100 and 160 
eggs, the second year between 105 a 
140, and the third year between 1 
and 130; after that the average for 
all ages has been very close to 90 
eggs per year. These appears to be 
a fairly definite potential laying cap. 
acity for a flock of this strain of 
fowis which find expression in the 
first three years. Apparently near 
al| of the longer lived hens of a floc 
will lay over 600 eggs; the majority 
of them will lay over 600 or 700, while 
some individual records running from 
800 up to nearly 1,000 may be ex 
pected, 

Considering only hens that have 
made three or more years’ records, 
the uniformity of the three-year aver 
ages is most striking. In flocks mak- 
ing high first year-records the second 
and third years’ records were low, but 
the higher layers of the first year, 
continued to be the highest producers 
of these flocks for these years.

ITH the convening of con- 
gress near one of the 
greatest debates in the 


history of the capitol is 
promised on means and methods of 
providing adequate national defense for 
the United States. There will be big 
and little navy men in congress, and 
there will be those who favor large ex- 
penditures on new warships and those 
who favor minimium appropriations, 
There will be differences as to the 
best means of properly defending the 
country against attack, Some will 
want a great fleet of submarines, some 
will want more big battleships, some 
will want greater guna In our forts, and 
the fight promises to be an open, free 
for all affair with all chances equal, 
At least 1,000 more officers and 20,000 
additional men are needed to put the 
present ships of the navy on a war 
footing, according to the estimate of 
naval experts., It is stated that not 
only are nearly al) of the ships under- 
thunned, but under the present promo- 


tion rules ensigns are performing the 
duties of lieutenants, leutenants are 
acting as lieutenant commanders, and 
680 On all the way up. 

Shortage of officers 1s so great that 
an officer on sick leave means a gap in 
the line which cannot be filled, There 
is actually not a detached officer in the 
navy who can be used to fill a tem- 
porary vacancy, Naval officers are 
seriously concerned over the situation. 

The personne! now available is just 
sufficient, by utilizing all the officers tn 
shore stations, to man most of the ships 
of the navy on @ peace basis. In case 
of war it would be necessary, instead 
of increasing the naval forces by the 
purchase and requisition of private 
merchant vessels, a8 1s commonly done, 
to lay up part of the present force to 
have enough men to fill the comple- 
ments of the other ships. 

Navy department experts insist that 
the first need of the navy is more men. 
They argue that there ts no use build- 
ing Dreadnoughts until enough men are 
obtained to at least man the old ships, 

It is pointed out that the United 


States is at a pecullar disadvantage 
among the major naval powers of the 
world in that {t has no merchant ma- 
rine from which to draft reserve officers 
and seamen, In the enormous mer- 


chant fleet of the British empire the! 


officers are in great part reserve officers 
of the navy and are a ready source of 
material in time of war. It is stated 
that in the present war thousands of 
officers have been taken for the navy 
from the merchant fleets, and the same 
rule holds true of the other European 
powers, 

It is believed by the experts that the 
United States will never solve in ade- 
quate fashion the problem of a naval 
reserve until a merchant marine has 
been created commensurate with the 
maritime importance of the nation. 
As the measures necessary for the 
creation of a merchant fleet cannot be 
proposed by the navy department, 
however, nothing can be done by the 
department except to hope that con- 
gress will take action,
